The  Institute 
provides  evaluation  and  accreditation 
of  a  school's  overall  program  and  educa- 
tional environment.  Schools  are  evaluated 
in  terms  of  their  own  statement  of 
philosophy,  purposes,  and  objectives, 
and  in  terms  of  the  Institute's  Standards 
for  Accreditation  of  Schools.  Balmoral 
Hall  was  accredited  by  the  Canadian 
Educational  Standards  Institute  in 
1 991 .  We  were  the  first  school  in 
Western  Canada  to  be  accredited 
by  this  governing  body. 

The  beginning  of  the  year  has  been  an 
exciting  time.  Parents,  students,  staff, 
and  Alumnae  have  all  shared  in  the 
successful  completion  of  our  "Enriching 
Her  Tomorrows"  Campaign.  Our  new 
facilities  afford  many  opportunities  for 
the  BH  community.  I'd  like  to  extend  a 
warm  welcome  to  120  new  BH  families 
and  encourage  them  to  join  all  of  us  in 
actively  participating  in  the  many  events 
that  build  our  unique  sense  of  spirit.

The  September  1998  Grand  Opening 
Ceremony  of  our  new  facilities  was 
a  celebration  of  what  can  only  be 
achieved  through  the  vision,  persever- 
ance and  generosity  of  many  of  the 
school's  parents,  board,  staff,  alumnae 
and  friends  who  have  shepherded  and 
contributed  to  the  "Enriching  Her 
Tomorrows"  campaign. 

The  marvellous  breakthroughs  of  the 
1990s,  the  successful  implementation 
of  our  previous  strategic  plan  "2001: 
Revisioning  the  Future"  and  our  new 
facility  were  the  catalysts  that  shaped 
the  Board's  two  main  goals  for  the 
1998-99  year;  fundraising  and  updating 
our  Strategic  Plan.  We  recognize  the 
challenges  of  our  ever-changing  envi- 
ronment and  believe  that  prudent  and 
visionary  planning  will  assist  in  shaping 
the  school's  destiny,  today.

The  draft  plan  was  presented  to  the 
Board  in  late  January  1999  for  initial 
review.  Contributions  from  other 
Balmoral  Hall  constituents  will  be 
sought.  This  consultation  will  take  the 
form  of  a  questionnaire.  The  results 
will  be  used  to  fine  tune  the  plan. 

I  trust  you  will  take  part  in  this  exciting 
process  that  will  provide  the  platform 
from  which  BH  will  move  forward  into 
the  next  millenium  with  a  sharper  and 
clearer  vision.

The  students 
received  a  work  shop  on  the  computer 
program  Career  Explorer  and  will  work 
on  their  Portfolios  second  term.  Allison 
Pigden  has  job  shadowed  both  her 
mom  and  her  dad  in  their  careers  - 
a  fine  example  of  career  exploration. 
Here  are  some  of  the  comments 
from  their  reports: 

Before  I  came  to  his  office,  I  had  many 
thoughts  in  my  head  of  what  it  would 
be  like  working  as  a  lawyer. 

The  store's  Assistant  Manager  let 
me  come  up  and  help  her  ring  in 
the  purchases  at  the  till. 


"I  sat  in  that  meeting  for  an  hour, 
drinking  coffee,  eating  doughnuts 
and  trying  to  figure  out  what  they 
were  talking  about." 

"We  went  out  for  a  business  lunch, 
then  we  made  some  sales  calls." 

"I  faxed  to  many  different  companies 
and  people.  So  far,  I  have  not  heard  a 
complaint  (phew!)." 

"Dad  showed  me  some  programs  he 
uses,  such  as  legal  vision  which  is  a 
billing  system  and  programs  that 
connect  to  the  government  offices 
around  Canada." 

"Her  job  is  very  different  -  she  does 
not  work  in  an  office  or  in  a  factory; 
she  works  in  her  car  and  is  constantly 
on  the  go." 

"She  gave  her  demo  presentation  with 
her  lap  top  computer,  a  person  had 
e-mailed  her  some  charts  so  that  she 
could  show  the  statistics  of  the  drug." 


"I  got  to  be  a  pharmacist,  a  cashier, 
and  a  shipment  handler.  I  got  to  have  a 
break  like  a  normal  worker."

"One  of  the  things  I  learned  was  that 
without  computers,  their  work 
becomes  one  hundred  times  harder." 

"First  I  should  say  that  my  dad  is 
self-employed,  so  his  workday  may 
not  be  as  full  as  others." 

"Just  one  thought:  I'll  stay  in  school 
and  graduate  before  I  hit  the  workfield 
just  to  ensure  that  I  know  things  and 
that  I  know  what  to  do." 

"Now  that  I've  been  to  work,  and  had 
a  job  for  a  day,  I  find  myself  thinking 
about  what  career  path  I  want  to  take." 

"I  might  be  interested  in  being  a  doctor 
when  I  grow  up,  just  like  my  mom."

A  CENTURY  OF  EXCELLENCE 

Balmoral  Hall  was  initially  established  in  1901  as  Havergal  College.  In  1950,  the  amalgamation  of  Rupert's 
Land  Girls  School  (est.  19 17),  Riverbend  School  for  Girls  (est.  1929)  and  Havergal  College  formed  Balmoral 
Hall  School.  In  addition  to  a  tradition  of  excellence  and  the  belief  in  girls-only  education,  we  also  proudly 
represent  a  tradition  of  generosity,  spanning  almost  100  years. 

BUILDING  ON  A  TRADITION  OF  GENEROSITY 

Balmoral  Hall  has  always  benefited  from  the  generosity  of  those  who  believed  in  promoting  excellence  in 
girls-only  education  through  gifts  of  time,  talent  and  financial  contributions. 

Notably,  Sir  James  Aikins,  a  former  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Manitoba  (1916-26)  and  founder  of  the  law  firm 
that  still  bears  his  name,  willed  his  house,  surrounding  acreage  and  a  substantial  trust  ftind  to  establish  a  new 
school  for  "young  ladies"  in  Winnipeg.  His  son.  Colonel  Aikins,  immediately  donated  his  home  as  well,  and 
the  two  buildings  formed  the  nucleus  of  Riverbend  School  for  Girls,  a  forerunner  to  the  present-day  Balmoral 
Hall.  Today,  Aikins  House  remains  as  a  testament  to  generosity  and  focal  point  of  the  Balmoral  Hall  campus. 

SUPPORTING  EXCELLENCE  THROUGH  ANNUAL  GIVING 

It  is  in  the  spirit  of  Sir  James  Aikins  that  we  launch  the  first  school-wide  Annual  Giving  Campaign.  The 
alumnae  of  Balmoral  Hall  have  participated  in  Annual  Giving  for  the  past  six  years,  and  we  are  now  inviting 
all  members  of  our  extended  family  to  renew  their  commitment  to  the  school.

The  first  thing  I  was  told  when  I  heard 
of  Shad  Valley  was  that  it  was  a  summer 
program  for  Senior  3  &  4  students  inter- 
ested in  science,  math  and  entrepreneur- 
ship.  I  never  would  have  thought  that  the 
program  would  provide  me  with  one  of 
the  most  enjoyable,  and  life-changing 
months  of  my  life. 

Although  the  program  only  accepts  400 
students  from  across  Canada  each  year, 
the  quotes  such  as  "Shad  was  the  best 
experience  of  my  life"  in  the  information 
booklet  intrigued  me.  The  application 
process  was  rigorous,  requiring  grade 
point  averages,  class  rankings  and 
numerous  essays.  A  few  months  later, 
I  was  accepted  into  the  program  and 
chose,  from  eight  Canadian  universities, 
to  attend  Shad  Valley  at  Acadia 
University  in  Wolfville,  Nova  Scotia. 

July  4th  finally  arrived  and  I  was  more 
nervous  than  I've  ever  been  before  but 


I  began  to  relax  once  I  joined  53  other 
teens  from  across  the  country.  During 
the  four  weeks  of  the  program,  our 
schedule  consisted  of  lectures  on  science, 
math,  engineering  or  entrepreneurship, 
and  recreational  time  filled  with  games 
of  "Shad  Ball"  in  the  morning.  After  lunch, 
we  took  part  in  hands-on  seminars  on 
marketing,  time  management,  material 
testing  (more  commonly  known  as  the 
'breaking  things'  seminar),  creativity  and 
design,  fractuals,  biology,  computer  pro- 
gramming and  computer  animation.  Our 
evenings  were  filled  with  guests  speak- 
ers, usually  entrepreneurs  or  scientists 
and  time  to  work  on  our  Engineering 
-  Business  project. 

Each  of  five  groups  was  required  to 
design  a  product,  test  it,  and  create 
a  full  length  business  plan  for  its 
marketing. ..all  in  one  month!  At  the 
end  of  July,  each  group  presented 
their  product  to  a  panel  of  venture 
capitalists  and  engineers  who  chose 
the  winning  project. 


On  top  of  all  this,  we  also  got  to  plan  a 
social  event,  showcase  our  musical  and 
dramatic  skills,  explore  the  Maritimes, 
camp  out  on  the  beach,  visit  a  local 
amusement  park  and  watch  an  Atlantic 
Theatre  Festival  performance  of  Othello. 
The  most  important  aspect  of  Shad 
Valley  was  indeed  the  opportunity  to 
meet  people  who  became  the  closest  of 
friends.  Everyone  had  their  own  unique 
interests,  but  we  all  had  the  desire  to 
succeed  and  to  learn  new  things.  No 
one  was  ever  criticised  for  wanting 
to  experience  new  things,  or  to  do 
their  best  -  even  during  the  summer, 
of  all  times! 

I  learned  to  question  information,  to  ask 
questions,  to  have  fun,  to  be  creative, 
to  be  flexible,  and  to  survive  on  very 
few  hours  of  sleep.

Our 
Canadian  girls  share  residence  with 
the  Japanese  girls,  take  part  in  the 
same  excursions,  and  study  Japanese 
language  and  customs  from  one  of  the 
Japanese  teachers.  The  experience  is 
obviously  so  rewarding  that  some  of 
the  BH  students  have  been  involved 
with  the  program  for  five  or  six  years. 


The  activities  in  which  the  students 
were  involved  ranged  from  the  formal 
to  the  outright  silly.  Ms  Murakami  pro- 
vided Japanese  language  instruction 
to  our  girls  and  had  them  participate  in 
such  Japanese  cultural  activities  as 
the  tea  ceremony,  the  making  of  sushi 
and  origami.  Both  The  Honourable 
Jack  Reimer,  provincial  government 
minister,  and  Mayor  Thompson, 
warmly  received  us  at  their  respective 
offices  and  added  dignity  to  the 
summer  school.  Canoeing,  horseback 
riding,  and  skating  provided  activities 
which  some  of  the  girls  had  never 
before  encountered,  and  the  old  stand- 
bys,  such  as  visits  to  the  Forks,  and  the 
Museum  gave  a  good  perspective  on 
our  city.  The  silliness  occurred  with 
the  Chicken  Dance  and  YMCA  being 


particularly  popular  dance  songs  on 
the  Paddlewheel  Cruise  and  with  a 
gym  riot  taking  place  one  evening  at 
the  school.

Patenaude  ('59) 

Jocelyne  is  an  award  winning  artist 
who  has  exhibited  her  work  in  Canada, 
the  USA  and  Europe.  Her  interests 
include  aesthetic,  iconographic  and 
metaphoric  aspects  of  quiltmaking. 

After  graduating  from  Balmoral  Hall, 
Jocelyne  attended  the  University  of 
Manitoba  for  one  year  and  then 
studied  Nursing  at  Winnipeg  General. 
She  moved  to  Montreal  where  she 
still  resides  today,  married  and 
raised  her  family.  In  the  mid  80's, 


she  obtained  her  Fine  Arts  Degree 
from  Concordia  University. 

This  past  December,  Jocelyne  dis- 
played her  work  at  an  exhibition  in  St. 
Norbert,  just  outside  Winnipeg.  With  a 
display  of  15  quilts  made  mostly  of 
recycled  materials,  the  show  was  well 
received  by  the  community.  Having 
quilted  for  a  number  of  years,  she 
explained  how  quilts  are  only  now 
being  considered  art  by  the  art  world. 
"This  was  my  first  solo-show  and  it 
was  exciting  to  come  home  for  it!", 
she  exclaimed.  Her  creations  are  a 
mix  of  hand  sewn  and  machine 


quilts,  often  using  men's  silk  ties, 
wool  and  cotton. 

Jocelyne  has  fond  memories  of  Balmoral 
Hall  and  was  quick  to  mention  that  she 
belonged  to  the  Glen  Gairn  House.  She 
often  thinks  of  what  the  school  gave 
her  as  a  person  and  remembers  studying 
things  very  seriously.. .she  even  remem- 
bers the  poems  recited  in  her  Grade  10 
class.  She  also  recalls  laying  on  the 
riverbank  in  the  summer  with  friends, 
pulling  up  her  tunic  to  get  some  sun.

To  this  day  Babs  still 
devotes  9:30  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  five 
days  a  week  to  service  by  answering  the 
many  calls  to  the  Centre,  maintaining 
the  Library  and  updating  lists  of 
women's  organizations. 

Babs  is  a  role  model  of  dedication  to 
service  to  others  has  also  volunteered 
for  the  Girl  Guides,  her  Church,  the 


Provincial  Council  of  Women,  the 
University  Womens'  Club,  and  the 
United  Nations  Platform  for  Action 
(Mb).  A  benefactor  of  Babs'  commitment 
to  volunteers  is  BH  grad  Megan 
Glassco  (class  of  '80)  who  is  President 
of  Queen's  University  Alum  and  a 
colleague  of  Babs.  Megan  has  been 
mentored  in  volunteering  at  the  Y  by 
Babs  for  many  years  and  has  spear- 
headed events  such  as  the  Brown 
Bag  Lunch  Speakers  Series. 

Beginning  as  a  delegate  in  1985  to  a 
conference  in  Nairobi,  Babs  has  contin- 
ued her  involvement  in  women's  and 
human  rights  issues,  culminating  in  a 
current  interest  in  the  Girl  Child  project.

Megumi  Matsuo  Saunders

Japanese  Language  teacher,  Megumi 
Saunders  graced  the  halls  of  Balmoral 
Hall  five  years  ago  and  has  been  quietly 
providing  leadership  in  women's  issues 
ever  since.  Educated  in  Japan,  married 
to  a  Winnipegger,  Megumi  is  the 
proud  mother  of  a  daughter  and  a  son. 

A  world  traveller,  Megumi  has  attended 
conferences  in  human  rights  and 
women's  issues  in  China,  Zimbabwe 
and  throughout  North  America.  Upon 
her  recent  return  from  Sudan,  where 
she  was  one  of  four  international 
women  invited  to  observe  the  effect 
of  the  war  situation,  Megumi  reflected, 
"Africa  has  opened  my  eyes  to  people 
who  are  suffering  because  of  a  lack  of 


basic  human  rights".  She  is  currently 
writing  a  report  on  her  analysis  of 
displaced  women  and  widows  with 
children  in  Sudan.  The  report  also 
reviews  the  many  international 
agencies'  support  on  literacy,  craft  and 
food  production  strategies  for  women. 
"When  I  come  face  to  face  with  the 
plight  of  others,  I  keep  on  knocking 
on  the  door  of  injustice,"  proclaims 
Megumi.  At  BH  Megumi  sees 
"potential  world  leaders"  and  for  her 
one  of  the  joys  of  teaching  here  is 
"discovering  the  talents,  gifts  and 
leadership  of  the  students."  Megumi 
states  that  she  "believes  in  women 
and  their  power  to  make  a  significant 
contribution  to  the  world."  At  BH  we 
are  fortunate  to  have  Megumi's  contri- 
bution of  international  perspective.

To  kick  off  this  feature, 
Lisa  Shore  ('75)  writes: 

Do  you  remember  swing  tag?  It  was 
the  raison  d'etre  of  recess.  It  brought 
the  whole  school  together  in  one 
cataclysm  of  competition.  It  united 
the  long  and  lean  with  the  short  and 
quick  and  left  the  rest  of  us  standing 
interminably  in  line. 

Swing  tag  was  a  subculture.  When 
you  think  about  it,  the  game  was  more 
than  a  part  of  the  school  life.  In  a 
decade  where  "cool"  was  created 
and  many  intolerance's  still  prevailed, 
swing  tag  became  the  great  equalizer. 
Heroes  were  born  and  hierarchy  was 
established  regardless  of  who  you 
were  and  what  you  looked  like.  It 
was  a  big  deal  to  us  BH'ers  but  no  one 
knew  what  the  heck  we  were 


talking  about  if  we  took  it  outside 
the  school  gates! 

I  don't  know  who  invented  the  game 
but  it  needed  the  most  precisely 
designed  swing  set.  I  can't  even 
remember  all  the  rules  but  I  do  remem- 
ber the  finesse  it  took  to  leap  to  the 
far  pole  and  wrap  yourself  around  it 
to  be  "safe"  -  still  with  the  swing 
firmly  attached  to  you  butt.  The  game 
evolved,  as  did  the  rules,  spurned  on 
by  the  ingenuity  and  athleticism  of 
the  players.  It  was  a  wonderful  thing. 

It  is  appropriate  that  I  should  be 
reflecting  on  this  phenomenon  thirty 
years  later  as  I  was  one  of  the  kids 
watching  and  waiting  in  line.  We 
waited.  Boy,  did  we  wait.  I  was  in 
Junior  School  and  I  think  there  was  an 
unspoken  rule  that  the  younger  ones 
had  second  priority  and  had  to  wait 
behind  the  Seniors.  (Remember  I 
mentioned  a  hierarchy?).  Anyway,  the 
participation  was  fabulous  until  you 
realized  the  girls  who  were  presently 
on  the  swings  were  so  good  that 
you  would  never  be  "up".  An  then, 
of  course,  the  bell  would  ring  and 
we  would  scatter  to  our  studies  with 
hope  eternal  that  maybe  next  recess 
we  would  get  our  turn. 

So  many  facets  of  our  young  lives 
carve  out  the  adult  we  become.  Can 
swing  tag  have  a  place  here?  We  were 
just  kids  playing  a  game  during  recess. 
Looking  back,  I  can  see  how  the  seeds 


of  healthy  competition,  quick  thinking, 
team  spirit,  self-confidence  and  cre- 
ativity took  root  in  those  early  years. 
And  for  me,  waiting  in  line,  1  learned 
patience  and  optimism  as  well. 

Joking  aside,  let  us  all  be  aware  of 
what  our  children  are  learning  in  their 
playgrounds.  Let  us  be  cognizant  of  the 
early  influences  upon  the  development 
of  the  tools  that  will  take  them  through 
their  lives.  If  all  of  our  children  are 
learning  what  we  did  with  swing  tag, 
they'll  be  ok.
